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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 20 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, the word "HALA" in each of these 
claims appears to be a minor informality that should be corrected. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 ,2,5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Derwent Abstract 
XP002282060 of Japanese Patent 56 099667. Note that the disclosed acid value of 15- 
100 mg KOH of the methacrylate based polymer film coating composition for polyolefin 
substrates is believed to be either equivalent to the claimed range of the polymer having 
a hydroxyl value of 20 to 80 (KOH mg/g) as set forth in claim 1 or an obvious 
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modification thereof; note also as evidence of the state of the art in support of this point 
page 111, bottom paragraph of Organic Coatings: Science and Technology, Volume 1 , 
Z W Wicks et al (1992), cited as evidence of the state of the art. Alternatively, this 
particular parameter is believed to be at most an obvious modification in view of the 
resultant films taught resistance of "high resistance against oil and solvent". 
6. Claims 3,4,7-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Derwent Abst '060 taken either individually, or for claims 

3,4,7,8,11,12,15,16,19,20,24,25 in view of Bugajski et al. The primary reference is 
again relied upon substantially as set forth above, with such parameters as the 
presence of HALS-hybrid methacrylic or acrylic polymers believed to be well known to 
one of ordinary skill, or alternatively disclosed (see Examples 1 and 2) by Bugajski et al 
which discloses (note also the Abstract, Col 1 , line 53-Col 2, line 15, Col 2, line 65-Col 
3, line 15, lines 48-62, Col 4, lines 20-28) a related coating system suitable for coating 
onto polypropylene substrates and the like. With respect to such parameters in the 
claims as the swelling rate after contacting with toluene this is believed to be a 
parameter within the skill of the art in view of the solvent resistance taught by the 
Abstract, and the presence of a pressure sensitive adhesive layer applied to either the 
substrate or hard coating acrylate based layer is so well known that the Examiner takes 
Official Notice thereof. Other parameters such as the presence of certain layer 
thicknesses are also believed to be obvious modifications to one of ordinary skill, in the 
absence of unexpected results. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Note also Hammerschmidt et al and Kreckel et al.
